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New owners for ancient street 


Jubilee party 


BEHIND-the-scenes moves are 
afoot to secure the future of Crewk- 
erne’s historic St Bartholomew’s 
Fair. 

The company currently running it 
is to be wound-up and a new own¬ 
ership body of “younger citizens” is 
being set-up by the Crewkerne Dis¬ 
trict Rotary Club to take legal con¬ 
trol of the fair and its assets. 

The transfer will happen as soon 
as the Charity Commission rubber- 
stamps the plan. 

Rotary spokeswoman Amanda 
Brown welcomed the development. 

“The aim is to keep the fair going 
for the benefit of the people of 
Crewkerne and to keep it out of the 
hands of commercial ventures,” she 
said. 

The annual event is known to date 
back more than 900 years to 1086 - 
the year that William the Conqueror 
had the Domesday Book compiled. 

But there is some evidence that 
the fair and market might even date 
from the Roman era. 

For the last 54 years, the fair has 
been controlled by the Crewkerne 
Fair & Markets Company (1958) 
Ftd. 

The latest records filed at Compa¬ 
nies House show that it has five di¬ 
rectors and monetary assets of 
about £1,800. 

The company is also virtually 
unique in that it holds a Royal Char¬ 
ter allowing it to stop the A30 to all 
traffic and stage an annual fair on 
the public highway outside the 
Town Hall. 

Its right to close the road can be re¬ 
scinded only by Act of Parliament.

Company director Peter 
Woodward announced the 
change in ownership of the 
“rights” in a statement to 
the Crewkerne Weekender. 

He said: “On the after¬ 
noon of Thursday, May 
3rd, the directors of the 
Crewkerne Fair & Markets 
Company voted unani¬ 
mously to pass on its as¬ 
sets — the rights to hold 
the St Bartholomew’s Fair 
and street markets in 
Crewkerne — to a charity 


set-up by the members of 
the Rotary Club of Crewk¬ 
erne District. 

“These rights were given 
by Royal Charter in 1086. 
But the rights may go back 
even as far as Roman 
times. 

“Since 1898, the Crewk¬ 
erne Fair & Markets Com¬ 
pany held not only these 
rights but many properties 
and land in the town, 
which over the years were 
sold off. 


“One of the last was the 
Victoria Hall, now known 
as the Town Hall. 

“It would take an Act of 
Parliament to rescind these 
rights, and Crewkerne is 
one of only a handful of 
places in the country 
where Chartered Rights 
exist. 

“The decision was made 
that a younger age group 
of Crewkerne citizens 
should be asked to act as 
custodians of this impor¬ 
tant honour, and to struc¬ 
ture those rights in a form 


for long-term preservation 
for future generations of 
Crewkerneans. 

“There will be a date 
arranged for the official 
passing of the documents 
in due course.” 

• THE fair is traditionally 
held during the first week 
of September. 

For the last 65 years, the 
centerpiece has been the 
funfair run by the Danter 
family, which is expected 
to have pride of place 
again this September. 


FINAL plans are now being laid for a massive village 
street party in Merriott on Sunday, June 3rd, to cele¬ 
brate the Queen's Diamond Jubilee. 

The big bash will take place in Church Street, starting 
at noon and everyone living in the village is welcome 
to attend.

Everyone who takes part is being asked to bring their 
own food, but they will be supplied with a Union Jack, 
a hat and party blower.

A hog roast and an ice 
cream van should also be present. 

There will be music and a performance by the ma¬ 
jorettes. 

The festivities will pause for a few moments at 1 pm 
when those assembled will toast Her Majesty and sing 
the National Anthem. The feasting will resume after a 
peal of bells from the church tower.

Mystery as lost cats reappear change of use 
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A PAIR of much-loved family pets that 
mysteriously vanished on the same day in 
mid-April have just as mysteriously re¬ 
turned. 

Cat-lover Margaret Brown believes the 
four-year-old animals were possibly 
stolen but later released because of a high- 
profile community campaign to find them. 

The cats, Ginger and Scampy, belong to 
Mrs Brown and her grandson Peter, 24, 
who live at Fangmead Square, Crewk¬ 
erne. 

The animals disappeared on Friday, 

April 13th. 

After a week of fruitless searching and

Mrs Brown asked the Weekender to publicise the ani¬ 
mals’ disappearance. 

She told us then that her worst fear was that someone 
malicious had stolen the cats and possibly sold them to 
get money for drugs. 

“It’s very strange that our two cats went missing on the 
same day,” she added. 

But on Monday of last week, Scampy appeared outside 
the front door, looking fit and well. 

And on Monday of this week, Ginger suddenly reap¬ 
peared in the back garden — 24 days after vanishing. 

“He’s half his normal weight. But he seems all right 
otherwise,” said Mrs Brown. 

Since then, Mrs Brown has had both cats “chipped” so 
that, should they disappear again, they can easily be 
identified if they are ever taken to a vet. 

Mrs Brown said grandson Peter was delighted to have 
his cats back. 


RETIRED vet Simon Grant is seeking planning permis¬ 
sion to convert a surgery at Tetts Farm, West Street, 
Hinton St George into a residential dwelling. 

His application to South Somerset District Council is 
for "change of use and conversion of barn from a vet¬ 
erinary surgery (Class D1) to a dwelling, and erection 
and alteration of boundary walls". 

The application is also for listed building consent. 

Mr Grant established a veterinary practice at Tetts 
Farm in 1976, treating horses and small animals. 

The business expanded in 1997, with the equine side 
relocating to the Isle Valley Equine Clinic at Chard. Tetts 
Farm continued treating small animals. 

The planning application states that the surgery has 
been marketed for 12 months to establish whether an 
alternative commercial user could be found. 

The application states that an existing ten parking 
spaces used by visitors to the surgery will be reduced 
to just two for residential use.

DON’T mention the “C-word”. We all know what it means. 

And the working assumption of the “Cheshire Cats” com¬ 
edy is that almost everyone knows someone who has been 
touched by “it”. 

The play, written by Gail Young, is an amusing tale of 
one gang of “girls” from Cheshire preparing for and then 
taking part in the London MoonWalk. 

It’s gonna be a great “girlie” weekend! Or is it? 

For the uninitiated, the MoonWalk really is a fund-raising 
“powerwalk” of either half- or full-marathon length. 

Sponsorship money raised goes to breast cancer research 
and awareness. 

Luridly-decorated bras are always the order of the day (or 
night, because the walk takes place overnight, with most 
walkers completing the course well after sunrise). 

And all that, plus a train journey to London, cleverly hap¬ 
pens within the space of a couple of hours on a dimly-lit 
stage adorned with the most minimal of props. 

But such is the power of good theatre that less is defi¬ 
nitely more in this production by the Crewkerne United 
Dramatic and Operatic Society. 

A clever soundscape, a slow-motion finish scene, subtle 
use of lighting, and dramatic effect all make it easy to be¬ 
lieve you’re right there with the gang enjoying the fun, the 
tension — and the bitching — as the girls strut their stuff 
in aid of... you know: “C”. 

As the drama unfolds, it becomes evident that this is a 
tale of discoveries. 

The characters are either “finding” themselves afresh, or 
discovering hidden and surprising depths among their fel- 
low-Moon Walkers. 

There’s “out-of-control, control-freak” Hilary who has a 
touching Road to Damascus change of heart along the way. 

“We’re not in this for fun. We’re in it to win!” she bossily 
insists early on. 

Another team member, divorced Vicky, is somewhat pub-

Gifted property gets an upgrade 


TRUSTEES, user groups and resi¬ 
dents of The Speedwell in Abbey 
Street, Crewkerne, gathered together 
for the official opening of the new 
Speedwell Hall kitchen by the Rt Hon 
David Laws MP and launch of the 
Speedwell "Spend a Penny" cam¬ 
paign. 

Formerly a milliner’s, the Speed¬ 
well property which comprises flats 
and a cottage as well the hall was left 
in around 1919 to the young ladies of 
Crewkerne by two generous sisters. It 
is a Grade II listed building providing 
an historic community venue for all 
ages through the hire of its main hall 
with new kitchen and beautiful walled 
garden. There is also a separate meet¬ 
ing room available for hire. 

The Speedwell is a registered char¬ 
ity run by a committee of trustees 
with the aim of maintaining the build¬ 
ing for the community. The new 
kitchen has been created as separate 
room off the main hall as the previous 
kitchen area was very large and has 
now been divided. 

After a cry by town crier David 
Craner, chairman of the trustees, 
Mark Barron explained to Mr Laws 
and the other guests that the property 
has required extensive maintenance 
work over the last few years, running 
into tens of thousands of pounds and 
the kitchen upgrade had taken a few 
years of fundraising to achieve. 

He said: “The local community, 
whether individuals or business 
groups have helped enormously and 
it always surprises us how people can 
be so generous. Donors have in¬ 
cluded: Crewkerne town and district 
councils; the Somerset Community 
Fund; The Old Factory Shop; Wait- 
rose Community Matters; The Baptist 
Church; the Methodist Church and 


the Rotary Club along with various 
fundraising activities by the trustees, 
management committee members and 
residents, thank you all for your kind 
donations and support. 

“Looking to the future we are not 
only dedicated maintaining the build¬ 
ing but also to raising its profile to at¬ 
tract new user groups. 

“We have also nearly completed the 
refurbishment of the committee room 
which is across the hall and are put¬ 
ting the final touches to the beautiful 
walled garden to the side and the rear 
of the building. The front is also 
going to have a facelift, with im¬ 
proved signage.” 

President of the Rotary Club of 
Crewkerne, David Welch, presented 
the trustees with a cheque for £500 to 
kickstart the launch of their "Spend a 
Penny" campaign to raise funds for 
the next project, the refurbishment of 
the Speedwell’s toilets. 

David Laws commented: “It’s a 
great pleasure to be here in such dis¬ 
tinguished company and to find out a 
little bit about the history of this 
place. I have to confess that I’ve 
walked past here on many occasions 
over the years and I have never 
known about the history of it and I 
didn’t realise it’s been in this sort of 
community use since way, way back. 
I just wanted to thank and congratu¬ 
late those of you who have invested 
your time as trustees and to thank all 
of you and those who have raised 
such a huge amount of money - 
£11,000 - for the kitchen refurbish¬ 
ment which is a massive amount at 
any time. Good luck with your next 
project.” 

Mr Laws was then given a tour of 
the garden and he said he was im¬ 
pressed with the size of the facility as 


a whole, which was not apparent from 
the frontage. 

Other guests included the Mayor of 
Crewkerne, Neil Sturtivant and 
Crewkerne town councillors.

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Big plans for cake sculptor Heather 


HEATHER Upham who 
lives on the Forde Abbey 
estate where her husband 
works, has just returned 
from Cake International at 
the Excel Centre, London, 
having won two silver 
medals for her sculpted 
novelty cakes. She is now 
opening a shop. 

With cupcake wars rag¬ 
ing throughout the coun¬ 
try, Hannah has already 
seen a turn in their popu¬ 


larity for weddings, with 
many brides returning to 
the more traditional sugar- 
crafted creations. 

At her shop in Beamin- 
ster under her trading 
name of Fancy That 
Cakes, she will make and 
sell her own creations but 
also sell supplies for other 
sugar crafters. 

A member of the Brid- 
port Sugarcraft Guild, and 
the Blackdown Babes - a 


group which champions 
genuine crafters, 

Heather’s Barn Owl cake 
just missed getting gold 
because she did not also 
make the wood it rested on 
from cake. Her other silver 
was for the ‘Handbag and 
Shoe’ class. Both classes 
stipulated that the cakes 
had to be 100 per cent ed¬ 
ible with no internal sup¬ 
ports. 

The mother of two and 


former hair and makeup 
artist, started her cake 
business only last year, 
after it evolved from bak¬ 
ing cupcakes and party 
cakes for friends and col¬ 
leagues. She also made her 
own wedding cake in 
2004. 

She said: “The standard 
was very high this year. It 
was the first show at the 
Excel Centre in London, 
the event is usually held at 
the NEC Birmingham dur¬ 
ing November. 

The judges said they did 
waiver over the gold for 
my owl, but it was a lesson 
learnt. 

iThe shop in Beaminster 
belongs to my mum, she 
retired but still lives over 
the top and still pays rates 
on it as a commercial 
premises, refusing to turn 
it into a house. 

“My stepfather is newly 
retired and was looking for 
a project, so he is helping 
me get it ready. There is a 
lot of work to do, and I 
have a lot of shows to do 
over the summer but I am 
very serious about this. 

“I have always worked 
and I think at 46 it’s time I 
settled down to something. 


It will be nice to get this 
out of the house too, my 
husband says I make too 
much mess, everything in 
the kitchen gets a fine 
dusting of icing sugar. I 
am constantly cleaning 
and we are all so fed up 
with the smell of cake all 
the time.” 

Heather, who used to do 
pottery and still does face 
painting, loves the more 
sculptural and decorative 
aspects of cake baking, 
like the owl which was air- 
brushed to get the feather 
effect. She said the options 
have become much 
broader with the type of 
sugar pastes and hardeners 
now available. 

“I like to use Madeira for 
the base of the competition 
ones as ultimately it holds 
better but it is all perish¬ 
able and eventually will 
implode, so I am about to 
do some dummies for dis¬ 
play. The icing goes hard 
as a rock but even that will 
perish eventually and a lot 
of people use cold porce¬ 
lain for the flowers on 
wedding cakes, so the 
bride can keep them. For 
my orders, it all depends 
what people want, fruit 
cakes are making a come¬ 
back at the moment. 

“I don’t like cupcakes 
myself. I still make them 
because there is a demand 
and try to be original with 
different combinations of 
base and topping but there 
are so many cupcake mak¬ 
ers, the bubble will burst 
soon. 

I get annoyed when I go 
to a show and there are 
about six other cupcake 
stands, what is the point? 

It does no one any 
favours, the organisers 
need to make sure there is 
more variety or people get 
bored of seeing them. The 
Food Standards Authority 
are getting tougher too, 
they will be going around 
the shows this year to do 
spot checks. You can’t just 
start making cakes to sell 
without all the checks. I 
had to have my kitchen in¬ 
spected, public liability in¬ 
surance and a hygiene 
certificate. 

“There a few changes 
coming, there is a big issue 
with edible glitter at the 
moment as some of it 
comes from abroad and 
does not come up to FSA 
standards - there is only 
one supplier in the UK at 
the moment. Not all glitter 
is edible. It all kicked off 
after someone used it in 
the Great British Bake Off 
on the TV.” 

Hannah hopes to open 
her new shop this summer, 
but with entries to local 
shows lining up, it may 
take longer than she 
thinks.

In his own time 
Jim helps out with the lighting and technical side of the llminster Ware¬ 
house Theatre and, after meeting Sophy Layzell when she was involved 
with the community theatre group ALIVE, he joined her when she teamed 
up with Kat Wilsher to form MAdD Theatre Company, based at Broadway. 

The group is taking its unique production - a musical - Retail Therapy to 
the Edinburgh fringe this year and Jim will have the challenge of a very 
brief rehearsal in an totally unknown space to get technical set up right 
for their week of performances. 


• HOW did you get involved with the 
local theatrical folks? 

One of the first things I did when we 
moved here was look up llminster am 
dram on the internet. 

I have been doing stage lighting and 
tech since uni. I walked into the box at 
the Warehouse and said do you need a 
hand? They looked at me like I was mad 
but they have a few more people help¬ 
ing now. 

• ARE you looking forward to Edin¬ 
burgh? 

Oh yes, I am taking the whole family, the 
kids are four and one so it's going to be 
an interesting car journey. 

It's going to be a challenge, we have a 
one hour and ten minute slot every day 
for a week. We can plan a number of 
looks to combine because we know the 
show but never having been there be¬ 
fore, we can only plan a certain amount. 

• WHAT do you do at Quest? 

We make software for big companies to 
use internationally. It's great to be living 
here and working with people all over 
the world. We do a lot of conference calls 
so I only travel about once a year. 

• WHAT do you like about llminster? 

llminster is really friendly, I know every¬ 
one in our little row of houses and chat 
with people in town. There is real com¬ 
munity spirit. 

• WHAT do like most about being in 
MAdD? 

IT is nice to combine creativity and tech 
stuff, I love the theatre backstage. There 
can be all hell breaking loose backstage 
to get one small prop to the right place, 
and everyone is working together for a 
short time and then it's on to the next 
one. 

• IS there a show you would love to 
work for? 

When I was younger I lived in Stratford - 
upon-Avon, there was a musical called 
Return to the Forbidden Planet, based 
on Shakespeare's The Tempest. 

Instead of a shipwreck , a spaceship 
landed on an island. Every member of 
the cast played an instrument and there 
was a whole organ on hydraulics, I 
thought it was amazing and saw the 
show three times. 

• DO you have any ambitions in the 
theatrical world? 

As an amateur, I have no wish to go pro, 
I love the amateur scene, there are more 
distinct roles. 


Edinburgh is as good as it gets, 300 
people a night and the tickets are al¬ 
ready selling. We keep thinking who are 
these people who are paying to come 
and see us? I had to design a 40-word 
strapline and it got the same promi¬ 
nence as someone like Alan Davis. Sophy 
and Kat are superbly organised and we 
were one of the first up there. 

• WHAT are your interests? 

I am very interested in space flight and 
things like that, I'd love to meet the guys 
who have been on the moon - the cho¬ 
sen few. 

From a technology point of view, what 
they used is really old now from the 
computing perspective. It really is no 
joke when people say their wristwatch is 
more powerful than what they flew to 
the moon in. 

• IF you could time travel where 
would you go? 

I'd like to go to the 1950s and 60s when 
computing was the new thing and they 
were designing the whole concept of 
how computers worked, and see how 
they worked on it. That would be really 
fascinating. 

In the theatre, they had crazy mecha¬ 
nisms with cogs and the lighting board 
would be a whole wall. 

• WHERE has been the most interest¬ 
ing place you have visited? 

I once visited the Science Museum 
stores, where they had the Enigma ma¬ 
chine and old Spectrums and Com¬ 
modore computers and ancient 
synthesisers. 

• DO you have any other hobbies or 
pastimes? 

I play the guitar and am trying to learn 
the melodeon, I'm getting into tradi¬ 
tional tunes. I looked at the piano accor¬ 
dion but decided it was bigger than me, 
After two years, I can knock out a few 
tunes. 

• WHAT is the best thing about being 
a dad? 

The way you see things in a completely 
different way. Kids don't have any pre¬ 
conceptions, it's a good excuse to go 
back to loving simple things. 

I don't want my one year old learning 
how to use a computer, she should be 
understanding how to build a pile of 
blocks and watch it fall down. 

At the end of the day a computer is just 
a tool for communication.

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Music and culture for all pupils

SOUTH Petherton based 
charity Actiontrack Per¬ 
formance Company is 
working in partnership 
with Somerset County 
Council as part of a Music 
Education Hub, which has 
just made a successful bid 
for funding from Arts 
Council England. 


Nick Brace and Chad 
Williams from Actiontrack 
are currently touring Som¬ 
erset schools with a Ja¬ 
vanese Gamelan orchestra, 
a beautifully crafted set of 
gongs and xylophone-type 
instruments which have to 


be played in a synchro¬ 
nised manner. 

Holyrood Academy in 
Chard were lucky enough 
to be involved in this 
unique learning experi¬ 
ence which was a combi¬ 
nation of a music lesson, 


geography, history and 
culture. 

Mr Brace explained to 
the students that the ingre¬ 
dients of the music were 
very basic and they could 
assemble a piece that was 
as simple or as compli¬ 
cated as they wanted. They 
learnt how the Gamelan is 
played at all occasions 
from football matches to 
festivals and perform¬ 
ances. Every island has its 
own Gamelan played in a 
slightly different manner, 
but always as a complete 
sound, no solos. Impor¬ 
tantly, he added, it was a 
living tradition, hundreds 
of years old, but still being 
written for today. 

In a half hour lesson the 
young people learned to 
count time and play very 
simple sequences on their 
own allocated part of the 
instruments, creating a 
whole sound with their 
own rhythm by the end. 
The piece started and 
ended with the large 
gong,which resonated for 
several seconds and there 
were four sections to the 
orchestra, three drums to 
keep time, stacked to¬ 
gether and usually played 
by one person, a large 
hanging gong section and 
smaller gongs suspended 
on strung beds. The xylo¬ 


phones were the melody 
and there was one wooden 
one in the middle, which 
created the edge of the 
sound. The gongs were 
numbered one to six but 
without a number four, as 
this was considered un¬ 
lucky in Indonesia. 

Music teacher Trevor 
Lloyd Jones was delighted 
to have the ensemble set 
up in the school for a 
whole week, allowing 
each class to take part in 
the special workshops. 

He said: “The music of 
Indonesia is part of the 
GCSE syllabus so this is 
perfect. It is such an amaz¬ 
ing sound, quite hypnotic 
and it’s great because if 
you’ve got someone who 
just wants to bash, they 
can’t - they have to go 
with the flow.” 

The Music Education 
Hub was set up to ensure 
that every child aged five 
to 18 has the opportunity to 
sing and learn a musical 
instrument, and to perform 
as part of an ensemble or 
choir. It will also allow 
young people to take their 
talent further, whether in 
or out of school, either 
through local ensembles or 
partnerships with nation¬ 
ally funded music organi¬ 
sations.

Emitting 
139g/km of C02 and return¬ 
ing 47.1 mpg on the com¬ 
bined cycle no competitor 
models can match such fig¬ 
ures given the available 
power. 

Diesel engine perform¬ 
ance - 2.2-litre powerplants 
with a choice of SKYACTIV 
150ps or 175ps engines with 
2WD or all-wheel drive 
(AWD), manual and auto¬ 
matic transmissions and 
four equipment levels (SE-L, 
SE-L Nav, Sport and Sport 
Nav) - is similarly unmatched 
in terms of both C02 emis¬ 
sions (from 119g/km) and 
fuel economy (from 
61.4mpg on the combined 
cycle).

Benefit-in-kind tax bills on 
the respective models in 
2012/13 are £780/£1,560 ris¬ 
ing in 2013/14 to 
£826/£1,652 on the 2WD

rising to £1,079/£2,158 in 
2013/14 for 20%/40% tax¬ 
payers opting for the AWD 
variant. 

Once again emissions of 
119g/km and combined 
cycle fuel economy of up to 
61.4mpg are unmatched by 
rivals given the available 
performance (150ps). Al¬ 
though emissions are 
matched by both the 
Qashqai and Yeti engine 
power is significantly below 
that of the CX-5.

Since then Welbeck has gone 
on to play for the senior Eng¬ 
land side and is also a regular 
member of Manchester United's 
squad, whilst Obika's form 
seems to have dipped . 

He proved he has the ability 
and showed it earlier in the sea¬ 
son with a magnificent over¬ 
head kick when scoring against 
Charlton on Boxing Day. 

We can now but wait whilst 
club's and players'agents battle 
it out and hope that the Glovers 
can put together a side to at 
least mean they are looking 
down the league next season 
rather than battling relegation.

Thorns blunted by late Cox winner

Dowlish & Donyatt 3 Thorncombe 2 aet 

(Monday, May 7th - at Combe) 

DOWLISH & Donyatt laid to rest the ghost of two re¬ 
cent Jack Venn Cup Final defeats to lift the trophy 
for the second time in their history after a hard- 
fought extra-time victory in the gloom at Combe. 

The opening 15 minutes were forgettable with 
both teams struggling to come to terms with the 
fierce wind driving up the Slades Cross pitch. 

Then the chances began to come. Influential 
Dowlish skipper Lee Mears burst into the Thorn¬ 
combe area only to be denied by the legs of'keeper 
Andrew Sochon. 

The deadlock was broken in the 16th minute when 
Wayne Stanton charged down an attempted clear¬ 
ance by Dowlish gloveman Jamie Lee and the ball 
rebounded into the net off the back of the Thorns' 
striker. 

The lead was almost doubled in the 25th minute 
when winger John Mason launched a wind assisted 
40-yard scorcher that flashed over the head of Lee 
but thudded into the crossbar. 

The wind was certainly a factor in Thorncombe 
driving on and looking for a second. 

Lee Fisher went close direct from a 
corner that clipped the crossbar. But 
Dowlish nicked a leveler just before 
the interval when Nathan Doey 
stabbed the ball home from close 
range. There was still time for the 
fleet-footed Andy North to go close 
for Dowlish with an acrobatic hooked 
shot that Sochon saved well low 
down. 

After the restart the division's 32- 
goal top scorer Stuart Packer went 
close to adding to his account with a 
downward header that Lee did well to 
keep out at full stretch. 

At the other end Chris Lang saw his 
header from a corner scrape the woodwork but 
Dowlish were only seconds away from taking the 
lead in spectacular fashion. North was given far too 
much time 40 yards from goal but few could have 
expected him to smash a volley that sailed over So¬ 
chon and into the net. 

The goal appeared to be a worthy winner as the 
game entered the last seven minutes when Thorn¬ 
combe grabbed a lifeline when Nick Bazeley crossed 
for Mason to coolly sidefoot the ball past Lee. 

And they almost won it in injury time as Lee made 
a superb double save to deny Packer. 

With light fading fast and a storm about to settle 
above the ground it seemed questionable whether 
extra-time could be played. But referee Martin Ives 
decided to go ahead and an incident-packed half- 
hour ensued. 

Mason curled in a corner which beat Lee but not 
the overworked crossbar. Then came a major inci¬ 
dent in the match. Packer surged on to 
a through ball and appeared to be in 
the area before being held back by his 
marker Tom Evans. 

Referee Ives decided that incident 
took place outside the area, awarded a 
free-kick and booked Evans even 
though he was the last man. 

The resulting free-kick clipped the 
top of the wall and sailed over the bar 
and the teams turned around in the 
gathering gloom. 

In the 107th minute Sochon did well 
to keep out a Mears header as he jack¬ 
knifed at the near post. Soon after a 
Fisher free-kick skidded through the 
greasy six-yard box and hit the post 
with Lee beaten. 

But the game was finally decided in the 116th 
minute when right-back Leighton Cox chose the 
perfect time to score his first goal of the season 
when he drove the ball through a crowded area and 
past the unsighted Sochon.
